A German broadcast heard 
here said Allied forces were ad- 
vancing from the Nettuno area to- 
ward Littoria, 12 miles due east of 
Nettuno. Such a push would take 
the Allies directly away from 
Rome, their main objective. The 
Nazi broadcast said no big battle 
had yet been joined in the land- 
ing region, but reparted that in a 
minor clash an Allied reconnais- 
sance party bound toward Littoria 
was halted by a German detail 
and compelled to dig in. At the 
same time a German broadcast to 
the German people said _ that 
“counter measures” were being 
taken to meet the thrust at Rome. 

Nettuno, apparent key point of 
the amphibious operation, is a 
small port of about 7,000 popula- 
tions, with an open anchorage off 
shore where deep draft vessels 
can be unloaded. It has an air- 
field, but there yet was no indi- 
cation whether Allied planes had 
taken it over. The country there- 
about is comparatively flat, lend- 
ing itself to armored operations. 
Harbor installations were taken 
intact by the surprise Allied land- 
ing, and supplies were reported 
pouring ashore both at the town 
and on the long stretches of beach 
on either side. Front line dis- 
patches said another coastal town 
had been taken, but its name was 
not given. 

The whole situation had devel- 
oped into a race to see if the land- 
ing force could straddle both the 
Appian way and the Via Casilina, 
10 miles farther inland, with suf- 
ficient strength to hold the Nazis 
when they lash back from the Cas- 
sino front, 

It plainly was up to Fifth 
Army troops on the Cassino front 
not only to ahsorb the present 
Nazi assault, but to retain enough 
strength to prevent the Germans 
from disengaging entirely and 
throwing all their power against 
the Allied beachhead. 

In London it was predicted that 
strong German counterattacks 
against the brideghead would be 
launched within a week by Nazi 
forces drawn both from the south 
and from northern Italy.

Goal Explained 


Industries in the Atlanta area 
which become subject to a 48-hour 
minimum work week effective 
February 1, should not ask for 
exemption to the order unless’ it 
would be impracticable in the view 
of operations or would not con- 
tribute to the reduction of labor 
requirements, Sloan G. Spring- 
field, area director, advised. 

The purpose of the longer week 
is to reduce the personne! in plants 
now operating on a 40-hour week, 
thus helping to meet the demand 
for 19,000 workers in this area 
by May 1, and to prevent placing 
this area in a class one labor 
market. 

If all industries obtain exemp- 
tion there will be no gains 
through the longer work week, 
he said. 


ALTERNATIVE 


Should there not be sufficient 
personnel released from industries 
going on the 48-hour week to 
supply demands here, it will be 
necessary for this area, including 
Fulton, Cobb and DeKalb coun- 
ties, to bé shifted to a class one 
labor market—one where an acute 
shortage exists. This will present 
serious problems, Springfield 
added. 

Should the area be placed in 
the class one market, it would be 
automatically placed on a compul- 
sory 48-hour work week; no new 
contracts could be let in this 
area; efforts would be made to 
have renewals of contracts moved 
into other areas where labor 
problems are less acute; and it 
might mean that manpower ceil- 
ings would be placed on all in- 
dustries and they could not em- 
ploy more than a certain number 
of workers, he explained. 


LONGER WEEK RESULTS 


On the contrary, if the longer 
week is put into successful opera- 
tion here, it will reduce the de- 
mand for. workers and increase 
the manpower available for es- 
sential production jobs, Spring- 
field explained. 

Wherever extension of the work 
week does not involve the release 
of workers, the affected employer 
should proceed immediately to 
enforce the longer week, Spring- 
field said. 

However, if the extension of the 
work period involves the release 
of workers, he suggested, that 
employers continue on old sched- 
ules using the same number of 
workers until those to be released 
have been placed in other suit- 
able employment.

It was the 26th of May, 1943.

The Japs lay quietly in wait, until our men were 

almost to the summit. Then, without rising from their 
fox holes, they rolled grenades down on them. Three 
times new groups of Americans scaled up the cliff — 
to be blown to eternity. 
And suddenly —one American stood alone on the 
Bench. With his rifle pointed down, he walked delib- 
erately from one fox hole to another, shooting into 
them with deadly accuracy. Impervious to the Jap 
grenades all about him, he went on, finally using his 
gun butt to bash the Japs as they trembled in their 
holes. 

He was still bashing away when our troops finally 
reached him. 

Asked later how he did it, he explained his best 
friend had been killed as they started up the slope 
and he didn’t remember anything after that. 

Asked by his Colonel what he wanted, he said since 
he'd been a Corporal so long, Sergeant’s stripes would 
be nice. 

He got his stripes and he’s mighty gratified. He did 
not get an invitation to your party, but that’s alright

A 

lot of corner lots have disappeared. It’s not too easy to find 

a place to play. And so the kids take the line of least re- 

sistance and look for something easy. 


It has hurt baseball. No question about that. 

One solution would be providing places for the boys to play. 
Then, too, by putting them under the direction of some of the former 
professional players whose careers were ended by service in the 
armed forces.

other formation turned off to their 
right, but their number three man 
turned left and came directly into 
my sights.

“IT was in a dive and didn’t 
know the dive bombers had gone 
on their run, so I turned back into 
the fight. I saw a Zero up ahead, 
came up beneath him, tore off a 
thunk of his left wing near the 
fuselage, closed in to about 50 
yards and let everything go, and 
he went up like a matchbox. 


“Then I started looking around 
again, and didn’t see anything, but 
I heard something ring on my 
armor plate. That was the first 
shell. The second hit under my 
seat and the third between my 
legs. It started a gasoline fire in 
the cockpit, knocked my feet off 
the controls, and blew my pants 
legs off above. te knees. had 
turned. the ship, over, and saw 
where this guy had been working 
me over from underneath. I tried 
to smother the flames with my 
hands, but it was no good, so I 
loosened my safety belt and jetti- 
soned the cockpit cover. I as 
going at such a speed that it 
pulled me right out of the plane. 
I didn’t know the altitude, so I 
opened my ‘chute immediately. 
That wasn’t good. I was at about 
5,000 feet, and two Zeros started 
circling me. Why they never 
turned into me and let go I'll 
never know, unless it was because, 
when I saw them circling, I folded 
over and played dead. After I 
landed in the lake they came over 
three or four times, and each time 
they did, I’l duck under my ‘chute. 
Finally they went on back to their 
airport.” 

FOUR SHOT DOWN : 

Of the four American planes 
shot down in the action, Enslen 
was killed, Harmon and Lieuten- 
ant Jordan Robbins made »their 
way back to their base, and Lieu- 
tenant Thomas J. Taylor is listed 
as missing in action. , 

Harmon said he had flown more 
than 20 missions in China before 
the action in which he was shot 
down, but he could not give a 
more exact tally of his combat 
flights because he had never kept 
a record. 

“Too many of the boys keep 
figuring on going home as soon 
as they have completed so many 
missions,” he said, “and a lot of 
them get killed on the mission 
they figure they’re going home 
on.” 

Harmon was not expecting his 
orders home when they came 
earlier this month, and “it’s a 
wonderful feeling.” He has not 
seen his parents, Mr. and Mrs. L. 
A. Harmon, of Ann Arbor, Mich., 
for more than a year, and said 
that when he was shot down he 
didn’t worry about himself, but 
“Tl was deathly afraid for mother 
and dad—those telegrams from 
the War Department are not ex- 
actly building up their health.” 


NAZI PILOTS SUPERIOR 
Harmon said it was difficult 
tc compare his experience in China 
with that in the South American 
jungles last spring, when he wan- 
dered for six days after bailing 
out of a medium bomber. 
Harmon served in the Mediter- 
ranean for three months before 
going to China last August, and 
gave,his opinion that the German 
*pilots are vastly superior to the

Zero is the finest enemy plane 
American pilots have to contend 
with. 

“You wouldn’t believe the things 
they can do with that Zero un- 
less you saw it,” he said.

Add Special Flavor to Dishes

Are you making good use of 
drippings, thus cutting down the 
amount of fats you have to buy? 
Cooking with drippings not only 
is good ration-saving sense, not 
only is thrifty, but adds much in 
flavor to many dishes. The most 


versatile fat drippings are those/ diced 


which come from bacon, ham and 
sausage. These fats at their very 
best, must be kept very fresh. To 


insure freshness strain them so as 
to remove every particle of food,| 
and store in small jars in the re-| 
frigerator. Then use the jars in. 
order of age, the oldest first. An-| 
other secret of good drippings is | 
avoid overheating the fat when 
cooking. If it smokes it is too 
hot, the burned fat has a sharp, 
disagreeable flavor and is less di- 
gestible. 

Bacon and sausage fats add a 
special something to baked beans, 
string beans, cabbage, macaroni 
and white potatoes. They're ex- 
cellent for “buttering” crumbs to 
top baked dishes; and fresh, deli- 
cately flavored fats make superb 
white sauce. Fry French toast, 
and apples in bacon or sausage 
fat and add it to soups to season. 
Humble potato salad becomes 
sumptuous when served with hot 
bacon fat as a seasoning. Try this 
hot dressing for spinach, lettuce, 
green beans: Heat together 1-4 
cup bacon fat with 3 tablespoons 


chopped onion, 1 teaspoon salt, 
1 tablespoon vinegar and 1-2 tea-| 
spoon dry mustard. |

pings-seasoned main dishes: | 
HOT POTATO SALAD | 

14 cup bacon or sausage drip- 
pings 

1-2 cup chopped onion 


1-2 cup chopped green pepper 
1-4 cup vinegar 

1 teaspoon salt 

1-8 teaspoon pepper 

1 teaspoon sugar 


1 beatén egg 
1 quart hot cooked potatoes,

Cook onions and green pepper 
lightly in bacon drippings. Add 
vinegar, salt, pepper and sugar. 
When heated through, add a lit- 
tle of the mixture to the beaten 
egg. Pour back into the skillet or 
saucepan and blend with ingredi- 
ents. Add potatoes and toss light- 
ly to mix. Serve hot. 


INDIVIDUAL COFFEE CAKES 

1-4 cup bacon drippings 

1-2 cup sugar 

1 1-2 cups cake flour 

1-4 teaspoon salt 

2 teaspoons baking powder 

2 eggs 

1-2 cup milk 

Sift dry ingredients together. 
Combine slightly beaten eggs and 
milk and add to dry ingredients. 
Add melted fat and stir until well 
mixed. Fill greased muffin pans 
two-thirds full of batter. Combine 
3 tablespoons sugar, 1 teaspoon 
cinnamon and 4 tablespoons chop- 
ped pecan meats for topping and 
sprinkle over the tops of the 
muffins. Bake in a 375-degree 
oven 20 to 25 minutes. 

When fats no longer are suit- 
able for cooking, save them, every 
drop, and turn them in to your 
nearest dealer. You will receive 
not only a few cents a pound for 
them, plus brown ration stamps, 
but you will be handing ammuni- 
tion to your boy—ammunition 
he’ll use to fight his way back 
home!

One cannot read the list of names of the 21 eminent citizens 
named to the board without the ready realization that Governor

Goal for the 1944 waste paper sa)vage campaign is 8,000,000 
tons—an average of about 667,000 tons a month. This amount 
turned back to the trade for use will not entirely cure the sit- 
uation, but it will be a great aid.

The Golden West and Us! 


California expects electric power, developed by harnessing 
the great rivers of the Pacific coast, to enable her and her 
sister states of the coast to retain in productive employment 
most of her war-expanded population. 

The airplane industry of the Pacific coast can use its tools 
and its skilled workers to enter new industries in which alumi- 
mum will be the basic metal. The greatest airplane production 
is on the Pacific coast and planners there believe they can retain 
that edge. There will be a shrinking in production of planes 
and into this the California planners have projected stream-line 
railway equipment of aluminum, automobiles and household 
appliances built in plane plants no longer needed for war, 

Bauxite, the aluminum ore, has been discovered in Utah and 
Oregon. After the war the price of aluminum will drop to a new 
low. Even now, shipped 2,200 miles from Alabama to the north- 
west, aluminum sells for about 15 cents per pound. Power cost 
is two cents per pound in the northwest, three cents per pound 
in California. The northwest, with much cheap power, can spot 
the industrial east $40 per ton on production cost, 

There will be an expanded economy based largely on low-cost 
aluminum. 

The south has, near Knoxville, at Alcoa, one of the nation’s 
largest aluminum plants. There will be plenty of power in the 
TVA valley, in Georgia and in other southern states. If we miss 
out on the industrial expansion in the fields where cheap alumi- 
mum can be used it will be a loss not possible to remedy.

I watched the bees for 
a while, gathered the eggs, walked back on the hill to see if any 
quail were feeding, and came back feeling the day to be a really

looked at the cover I felt some force exercising some sort of alchemy 

in. my being. I felt it but vaguely and shrugged it off. 

I turned the pages, admiring the pictures of beans and squash 
and cucumbers. The color plates were especially enchanting. 

It was while gazing at them that I felt the benison of spring 
fleeing away and anger replacing it. I went back and began again. 

There was not a worm hole on a single leaf. There was not 
a single vine drooping in any photograph. There was no hint that 
nature is a tough antagonist, sending armies of cutworms, para- 
chute brigades of beetles, tank battauons of squirrels and Ranger 
rabbits.

Still, I thought, as I kept turning the pages, the 
oam etcaae aes bees were out. The earth did have a smell of 
spring about it. The buds were putting forth bravely. The hens 
were laying. 

After ail, perhaps this will not be such a bad year for pests. 

The magic of the catalogue was at work. Its sly poison was in my 
veins. i began to put down orders? 
This is going to be a great year for victory gardens. There will 
be more need tor them than ever before. It may be the public has 
not given full consideration to what a real job the back-yard gar- 
deners did last summer. Their contribution to the nation’s total 
amount of food production was amazingly high. Millions of cans 
and jars of fruit, vegetables and meat were put away on pantry 
shelves. Thousands of families had to make no purchases of canned 
vegetables this winter. 

As I thought this over, the sofa became more comfortable once 
more.

NEW YORK, Jan. 24.—Looking 
back over some developments on 
the so-called labor front. during 
the last 10 years, one is conscious 
that this program has caused a 
loosening of discipline or respon- 
sibility./ We saw it in the organ- 
izational riots of the CIO unions 
in motors and steel and in the 
decline of dignity in high public 
office and the resort to abusive 
language in important speeches of 
the day. In defense or justifica- 
tion of the public disorders, some 
of which were bloody, it was re. 
called that, in their time, the great 
soulless. corporations had hired 
spies afd sluggers and even pri- 
vate armies but obviously this 
record did not justify counter- 
measures of the same kind of men 
ambitious to create a strong labor 
organization. On the contrary, 
these disturbances, having the 
passive approval, at least of the 
national government, tended to 
break down the authority of gov- 
ernment and the situation certain- 
ly has not been helped by a se- 
ries of supreme court decisions 
which flout morals and mock gov- 
ernment by conferring on certain 
groups a special privilege to vio- 
late the plain rights of the rest 
of the community. 


Evil Speeches 

In those early days and, indeed, 
down to now, the tenor of many 
important public speeches has been 
intemperate and provocative rath- 
er than constructive and this tone 
has been echoed in replies from 
the political opposition. This all 
has had an unsteadying effect on 
our people, although, at first, it 
was enjoyable as a pleasant change 
from the rather bombing talk of 
Presidents Harding, Coolidge and 
Hoover.

You've Got To Admit 
Those Finns Hang On 


Reading, in Monday’s Constitution, Harold 
Martin’s fine story about the colony of Finns 
who operate, on community basis, considerable 
acreage in Wayne county, made the old memory 
click back to a cold day in 1922. 

The late Clark Howell Sr. had sent Francis Price, staff photog- 
rapher of those days, and me to visit that same Finn colony, then 
only a year or so old, to fix up a page feature for the Sunday 


Magazine, 

" was cold and raining when we got off the Pullman at Jesup, 
county seat of Wayne, in the early morning. In those days, . Pome 
facilities for breakfast were not very good. We ate a little _ jars 
coffee in the depot restaurant. Then looked up some leading citi 
zens who had arranged to transport us to the Finn colony. y 

It was quite a journey. Not so far, in distance, but the roads 
were raw, red clay, it was raining hard and the car skidded —— 
slipped, practically in the ditch several times. I remember we ha 
to get a farmer to haul us out of one hole with his mules. 

At the colony, the Finns made us welcome. No use my going 
into the story of that colony. Harold Martin told it all yesterday. 
The difference was it was new then and the Finns were full of 
plans and dreams and enthusiasm for their venture. They did not 
realize how worthless the land they had bought was, nor how ex- 
cessively high the price per acre they had agreed to pay. . 

They invited us to eat lunch in their community mess hall. The 
lunch consisted of thick slabs of bread, buttered from homemade 
butter from big china crocks, and buttermilk. We ate some, but thé 
diet was unusual and we couldn’t relish it very long. We were 


still hungry after lunch.

they had bought as farm acreage. earing ou e 

wee ber A pine stumps and loading them on flat cars to 
be sent to Savannah to the resin and turpentine refineries. 

They had managed to clear enough land for a field or so of 
cabbage and turnips, which were almost ready for marketing. 
Francis and I dug up a turnip each, cleaned the tuber as well as 
we could arid cut slices off them with pocket knives, chewing raw 
turnip that afternoon as we got hungrier and hungrier. 

Magnificent physical specimens of manhood and womanhood, 
were those Finns of 1922. Tall, strong young Vikings, not dis- 
mayed by the difficulties of the task they had set themselves, but 
working all the harder. 

Obeying, without question, the orders of one of their number 
they had chosen to be in charge of their work for the year. Build- 
ing their little cottages, for wife and children, each with its tiny 
garden patch. And proud in their physical strength to wrestlé with 
nature and conquer. 

But taciturn, silent, apart from their Georgia neighbors. 

Price and I caught the Pullman for Savannah that night after 
a day of virtual starvation and, though I’ve now forgotten the 
figures, I do know the total amount of our dining car check that 


night was stupendots. ‘ 


D The Finns were not the first nationals to 
OTHERS TRIE try and establish a farm colony in those 


south Georgia swamp lands. Prior to their coming, two colonies, 
one of Russians and one of Germans, had tried and failed and aban- 


doned the project. 


Perhaps the Finns would have be@én wiser to accept their loss 


and move away when they learned how hopeless anything beyond 
a bare living is from such land. Byt they have stuck it out. They 
are still there. Still, according to Harold Martin, working without 
stint and finding content with what living they can wrest from the 
soil. 
The people of Jesup and of Wayrfe county, back in 1922, were 
pretty indignant with the Atlanta capitalist who had sold this land, 
in succession, to Russians, Germans, Finns. 

If you offered that sort of land to a local farmer, familiar with 
it, they said, he would demand a $5 an acre bonus to take it off 
your hands. As farming land it is worthless. It is that sour, swamp 
land, black sand instead of loam, that is found in some sections of 
the south. Covéred with second-growth, scrub pine. 

How the Finns have managed to exist at all is a modern miracle. 
How they have paid off the installments on the purchase price of 
the lana, if they have, is beyond a miracle. 

And, if the Jesup people spoke truth when they talked to me 
more than two decades ago, they must have met those installments 
promptly. For, they said, it was when the prior purchasers, the 
Russians and Germans, failed to meet such installments that the 
original owner took the land back. To be sold again to some other 
group unfamiliar with values of such acreage. 


by dignified, conscientious and 
able leadership in politics and la- 
bor.

They will admit, 
but only in private, that this 
would be good for — and for 
the county but not yet is any of 
these men ready to say so in pub- 
lic or in any important confeér- 
ence for fear that he will be call- 
ed a reactionary and a tfaitor. 


What Is Needed 


So far, no really direct and 
eloquent appeal has been address: 
ed. to the individual pride, self- 
respect and patriotism of the peo- 
ple as Americans. The appeals 
that have been made in the form 
of angry criticism of one group or 
class with the idea of heartening 
another, a method plainly disrup- 
tive and exciting. 

Leadership in this terrible time 
should be dignified, or government 
cannot command respect, it should 
be honest, patient and impartial, 
avoiding flippancy and stridency 
and all exasperations of the preju- 
dice of class and race and creed. 
It has not been so.

Rayburn Points Way 


To Prosperous Peace 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—In .a speech before 
the conference of mayors at Chicago the other 
day Speaker of the House Sam Rayburn deliv- ° 
ered himself of certain well meaning remarks _— 
which are entitled to weighty consideration in relation to the post 

ar problems to come. 
‘s ‘Havine learned from the war what a government-directed na- 
tional economy can do in providing unlimited employment and ex- 
ceedingly prosperous times, the people, Speaker Rayburn warns, 
will not be content with anything less when peace returns. 

“If we can be prosperous in wartjme,” he declares, “we can be 
prosperous in peacetime. If we can employ our people to forge the 
weapons of war, we can employ them to make the instruments of 
peace. If our national incame can be higher than eyer in time of 
war, it can be high in time of peace. That is why the people will 


expect of us—you and me.” 


A LESSON FROM WAR The one invaluable lesson we have 


learned from the war, he points 
out, is that we are capable of arming for war according to our 
needs. Then why, he asks, aren’t we capable of arming in the 
same way for peace, according to our needs? r 

It is a question which the American people are certain to ask 
with growing force at the first signs of business recession after the 
war. No one for a moment believes that they will take negative 
action for an answer. 

Under the impetus of war we have managed to put al! of our 
industries on a full-scale production basis. Profitable employment 
is open to everyone who is able and willing to work. There is a 
shortage of everything and a surplus of nothing, unless it is dollars. 
Normally, under peacetimes, there is a surplus of most everything 
and a shortage of nothing, except dollars. : 

This reversal in the normal econqmy of the country has been 
brought on, of course, by the government’s direction of the na- 
tional economy. War necessity has dictated that the government 
take over completely in production fields ordinarily lgft entirely 
to individual initiative and private enterprise. 

With the exception of legitimate and essential consumer needs, 
the bulk of industrial production is going for war and related pur- 
poses, Much or most of it will be charged off to waste after the 
war. Except for defense purposes, we will have no need for the 
vast numbers of guns, tanks and other munitions we are now 
building. 

To - the proper meaning of Speaker Rayburn’s words, it is 
interesting to speculate what the state of our national economy 
would have been if our present great government-directed energies 
had been applied to the+pursuits of peace instead of war. What 
would have been the situation if, instead of making tanks and 
guns, our industries had been turning out farm tractors, automo- 
biles and refrigerators, along with other peacetime goods? 

With the same energy and cffort, enough of these goods and 
services could be provided to greatly lift the standard of living of 
the country, and to insure every man and woman reasonable and 
profitable employment. 

If we can do it to meet the needs of war, why cannot we do the 
same thing to serve the demands of peace? 


ELIMINATE DOLLAR MARK? Obviously the one big ob- 


stacle to be overcome in 
framing an answer is the dollar mark. What we have accomplished 
has been gained at the cost of tremendous governmental expendi- 
tures which remains a liability against the assets we have accumu- 
lated. 

If the dollar mark could be eliminated in our economic calcula- 
tions, then the answer to the problem would be simple. The gov- 
ernment could simply order a continuation of full-scale industrial 
production and employment at the same rates of pay and profit as 
now prevail, with a transition, of course, from war to peace goods. 

Under those conditions the country could be kept at its present 
high rate of production and the prosperity we are now enjoying 
would be a continuing thing. 

But since we cannot eliminate the dollar factor in our national 
economy without going completely socialistic or communistic, an- 
other means will have to be found. Perhaps it lies through the 
medium of taxation. Through that source of financing, the govern- 
ment might direct a full program of industrial production and. em- 
ployment and at the same time maintain an equitable flow of pros- 
perity throughout the country. 

The main thing, as Speaker Rayburn emphasizes, js that a way 
must be found for keeping our huge industrial machine operating 
at maximum capacity. We have the means of producing al! of the 
goods and ‘services any nation needs to live in comfort. Not to use 
it would be a crime against ourselves.

Since history began, the greater 
part of the human race has play- 
ed the role of underdog. The 
many have always had reason to 
resent and fear the power and 
arrogance of the few. Therefore 
the most popular stories in ev- 
ery age have been those in which 
the humble, who are always pure 
in heart, suffer great injustice 
but at last triumph over the vil- 
lainous rich, Nothing else delights 
us sO much as seeing the straw 
boss get his come-uppence, 

Because of this background, the 
young commissioned officer in ev- 
ery American war has begun his 
military career with two strikes 
on him. 

One of the popular stories of 
this war concerns an incident that 
occurred in Washington soon aft- 
er the attack on Pearl Harbor. 

A newly-fledged and ranhk-proud 
lieutenant passed a private who 
failed to salute him. He stopped 
the soldier and said, “You will 
stand at attention and salute me 
50 times.” 

A colonel in the passing crowd 
heard the command and stopped 
to deflate the young icer’s ego. 

“Lieutenant,” said Tie, “I sup- 
pose you are familiar with the 
regulations governing the conduct 
of an officer. He ig required to 
return all salutes. I will keep 
score for you.” 

Most of the stories inspired by 
the last war had a more bitter 
flavor, and with good reason. 
Some misguided brass hat decided 
that our Army needed the English 
caste system to improve discipline, 


and the effort to establish it gave 


many young officers delusions of 
grandeur. There were some ugly 
newspaper stories. 

One lieutenant, entering a 
crowded theater, ordered a pri- 
vate to give up his seat. Another, 
traveling from one camp to an- 
other with four enlisted men, 
stopped at a roadside eating place 
equipped with only one table and 
required the mere men to wait 
while he dined in solitary splen- 
dor. Then he waited outside 
while they were fed. 

There are no such stories this 
time. And jokes about second 
lieutenants are rare and free of 
venom, for men of all ranks are 
part of the team in this war and 
young officers are quarterbacks 
who carry the ball. 

You don’t make dirty cracks 
about boys who pilot combat 
planes and score five for one, 
nor about the boys who fly the 
great bombers through murderous 
flak to pulverize the Hun, nor 
about the mud-tovered, rain-soak- 
ed boys who lead the slogging in- 
fantry against enemies who must 
be dug out of machinegun nests. 
They do lead: make no mistake 
about that. And they die. In 
one small engagement in Italy, 
one company lost every officer. 

The casualty rate for young 
combat officers is far higher than 
the rate for enlisted men, That 
alone would discourage dirty 
cracks about the kids with shoul- 
der bars. ;
